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WEATHER PROPIIETS.! NEWS AND NOTES FoR Wome. 


THE UNITED STATES SIGNAL SER. 
ViCE AND ITS WORK. 


Where Storws Are What 
Their frack—Why Wind Blew: 
and iain Falls, 

It was tu protect the shipping of lake 
and ocean that the weather bureau was 
brought into existence by General Al 
bert J. Meyer in 1870. From the 
twenty stations of 1870 have grown 400. 
The sphere of usefulness of the service 
has devoloped with the number of sta. 
tions. Beside warning shipping of the 
approach of storms, farmers and shippers 
of fruits have been saved thousands ol 
dollars by being notified of coming rain 
or frost or the approach of a cold wave. 
It was formerly the custom to mail re. 
ports and predictions from stations to 
country post oFices that could be reached 
the same day the reportsand predictions 
were male, and there to display them. 
The daily newspapers are devoting so 
much space and attention every day to 
matters meterological that the rural bul- 
letins were discontinued in July. Bul. 
letins are now displayed in every com- 
mercial organization’s rooms, and are 


furnished all daily newspapers, while 


from each signal station signals forecast- 
ivog the weather for the succeeding twen- 
ty-four hours are displayéd from 7:30 
A. M. 

A square blue spot ona red back- 
ground is a cautionary signal against 
storm. Around blue spot ona white 
background bespeaks rain or suow; a 
square blue spot ona white background 
means that acold wave is approachiog; 
a blue crescent on & wh'te background 
indicates clear or fair weather, and a blue 
crosson a white background calls fer 
local rain or snuw. Theround red spot 
yn a white background means high tein- 
perature, the red crescent lower temper- 
ature, and the red star stationary tem - 
perature. Since General W. Bb. Hazen 
took charge of the service on the death 
of General Meyer in 1880, reorganization 
aas been going forward and the scope of 
the service has been widened. The Fort 
Meyer (Va.)} school, where the observers 
are given a six or eight months’ training 
n meteorology and army sigvaling, has 
geen put on athorough footing. Stu 
dents are admitted only after passing a 
successful competitive examination. They 
go out as assistants to observers, Then 
f{ they develop capability they are ad 
ronced when opportunity affords. 

There are three observations made at 
all signal stations daily and telegraphed 
0 Washington, where the predictions 
ire made up that are promulgated tothe 
‘ntire country. When acevere storm is 
‘aging special observations are taken, 
ind the information thus obtained is 
furnished by telegraph to stations in ad- 
france of the storm and likely to be 
risited by it. 


The regular observations are taken at 
cA. M.2P. M., andil pr. M., seventy- 


ifth meridian time. Half an hour later 
they are forwarded. The operators on 
all the telegraph sections into which the 
stations are grouped sit ut their desks, 
all other business is taken off the line, 
and the operator farthest from Washing: 
ton begins sending his report. Al! the 
other operators on the line take it. The 
next one sends; all the others take that. 
When Washington has sent its report all 
the operators in the sect‘on have com 

plete reports of observations at every 
etation in their telegraph section. Time 
is saved in this manner, and still further 
cut down by a cypher system,efie word 
of which often eseans a whole paragraph, 
The observations result in ob(aining the 
pressure of the atmosphere as sho.n by 
a barometer adjusted to a common stan. 
dard ; the temperature by the thermome 

ter; the atmosphere’s humidity by the 
hygrometer; the wind’s direction and 
velocity by a combination of windmi'l 
and weather vane that automatically re- 
cords its findingson a paper driven by 
clockwork ; the rainfall as measured in a 
vessel on the roof, which has a surface 
equal to one square foot and a prepara. 
tion against evaporation; the velocity, 
character and direction of clouds. 


The usual birthplaces of storms are | 


the Gulf of Mexico, the West Ind es, 
and Manitoba. Their courses are di- 
rected somewhat eastward. This is ac- 
counted fur by the fact that the earth 
revolvesin that direction. Those ema- 
nating from Manitoba travel southeast 
over the great lakes and pass off to sea 
by way of the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
Those coming from the Gulf of Mexico, 
generally cyclones, pass up the Missis- 
sippi va'ley and out over Lakes Erie 
and Ontario. They also go east over 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. The West 
Indian tornadoes travel northwest until 
they strike the South Atlantic coast, 
where they curve to the east, and, fo!- 
lowing the coast line up the gulf stream, 
finally strike the track of the Manitoba 
and Gulf of Mexico zephyrs. New- 
foundland’s favored yeople sometimes 

t storms from all three of these hatch- 
San at about the same time. They 
never complain up there of not getting 
enough weather for their money. The 
West India storms are the most robust 
of all. 

The supposition as to the cause of 
storms is that, for some unknown rea. 
son, certain parts of the country are 
heated to a greater temperature than 
others. Heavy evaporation is caused, 
and the atmosphere is laden with water 
carried up by the hot air, which is 
lighter than the sir around it. The hot 
air passing upward creates a vacuum 
jnto which the cvol rushes. The dis- 
turbance thus created in the atmosphere 
surcharged with the evaporation of the 
lakes and rivers of -the overheated dis- 
triet causes rainfall. The near approach 
of a rain storm is heralded by an increase 
of air pressure and humidity, and a ris- 


ing temperature. Knowing the direction | 


of a storm and its velocity and extent by 
the observations taken in the signal 
station, and the general knowledge of 
storms possessed, accurate information 
can be furnished as to when a storm will 
reach a given point, how soon it will 
pass over, how great will be the rainfall, 
and how violent the wind. —New York

.t is a curious study how near some 
people come to death, and yet do not die 


‘*till their time comes,” as the saying is.

THE COLORED AMERICAN AS 

A CONSTITUENT ELEMENT 

OF OUR NATIONAL GOVERN-

THE CASE OF MRS. WHIPPER. 


Mrs. Whipper, of South Carolina, 
was discharged from her position in 
the reneral land office, as copyist 
with a salary of $900 per annum, 
for the reason that she was a mar- 
ried woman. She was industrious, 
capable and very efficient. There 
was nothing againct her in any 
way. She has done everything in 
her power in the frnitless effort to 


get restored to her former position. 
This action on the part of the hen- 


orable secretary and commissioner 
of the general land office may be 
alright avd proper, but there are 
open groand for sbarp criticisms 
for what they have done in the case 
of Mrs. Whipper, taken in connec- 
tion with what they bave not done 
iu many fothercases. Here is one 
prominent case justin polot. Mrs. 
Ivans, of Kansas, an ewploye of 
the land foffice, and in the same 
division where Mrs. Whipper work. 
ed, is amarried woman living in 
this city with ber husband who is 
also in goverument employ. He 
was employed in the war depart- 
ment until about the first of Au- 
gust when he was discharged, and 
is now in the anny of the Dis- 
trict, as teacher inthe Franklin 
public school. If Mra. Whipper 
had to go because she wag married 
and bas a hnsband living in Soath 
Carolina,.why is this woman retain- 
ed, with a husband living here 
with her and in government em- 
ploy? This is not the only case of 
this kind similar to Mrs. Whip- 
pers. A serach through the de- 
partments will disclose many cases 
where married women are employ- 
ed, some who are living with their 
husbands and others who are not. 
It appears that Mrs. Whipper was 
not playing quite such a burlay 
game as Mrs. lvans is doing, and 
we find it negowoa to xay some- 
thing more the this 
subject and of the persons alluded 
to above. In the name of common 
justice we earnestly protest against 
the appl.cation of such a ruling in 
the case of Mrs. Whipper, unless 
itis applied to all others in like 
condition. She should either be 
restored to her position or all oth 
ers who have husbands should be 


discharged.—Natioual Free § Press.

In yonr agency no one has done 
more to restore public contidence 
and especially to secure the co-op- 
eration of men prominent in po- 
litical, edueational, and mercan- 
tile positions. 


Your integrity and intelligence 
have been in inet 
tion. Your resignation present- 
ed to the Bos'on Board, bas not 
yet been accepted, and the ho 
is still entertained, not only in the 
New Eng!and but in the Middle 
States, that the expected action 
of the Umted States government 
may prepare the way for your 
more successful agency. 


As to the future, the conviction 
is universal that thé United 
States government should and 
will meet the national obligation 
to Liberia as the asylum that gov- 
eroment sought in meeting the 
provisions of the National Con- 
stitution.

SUMMARY OF SECRETARY LAMAR’S 
FIRST YEARLY REPORT. 

The Indian Question, Poblic Lands, 
Timber Preservation, Ete. 


Whe secretary of the interior begins his 
M@inual report with a review of the Apache 
troub’es in Arizona For a settlement of 
the Apacke question be concludes that the 
recommendation of the commissioner of In. 
dian affairs that the less guilty of the rebel- 
lious Chiricahuas should be transported tc 
an island in the Pacific ocean, as a penal col. 
ony, to earn their own living by fishing, 
stock raising, etc, or sent to the military 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, merits 
consideration. They certainly should be 
removed during the coming winter to some 
place where they can be more securely 
guerded. 

The trouble with Indians in the Indian 
Territory, growing out of the Indian leases 
to cattlemen, is detailed at considerable 
length. The privileze of occupying these 


: lands for grazing purposes was not opened 


to public competition. The Indians left to 


themse! ves, were easily induced to 
convey profitable privileges at rates 
far be' ow the real valve there- 
of. Whie many of the Indians 


favored the leasing of their lands for graz- 
ing purposes, others opposed such use of their 
reservations, anc refused to participate in 


| the making of the alleged leases, or to accept 
| any sbare of the money received thereunder. 
| Builficient influence, however, seems to have 
| been brought to bear apon a majority of the 


respective tribes to induce them to enter 


| ey the arrangements made. The secretary 


“In my judgment, not the least am 
such influences were the encouragements 
persuasion of the respective Indian agents 


or some of thom at least; and in many in-' 


stiunces I fear they haveshared in the profits 
of these speculative transactions. I now have 
the satisfaction to state that the reservation 
is entirely free from cattlemen and their 
herds. 

The fact that a large amount of land i. in 
consequence, lyinz waste is recognize. he 
secretary thinks the land should bea usel, but 
is opposed to the lease; to ttlemen. The 
estate of the sixty-seven d@#ferent ‘‘domes- 
ticated dependent nations’ includes 134,- 
00U,0J) acres of land, worth $1 an 
acre; £17,00),0)) in funds, beside 
the annuities, which, on account of the 
uncertainty and indefiniteness of some 
of them, cannot be accurately calculated 
beyoud each year, and other property 
in ponies, sheep, cattle, industrial im. 
plements, etc. The cost of caring for these 
nations is over #%,00000) a year. 

To advance the interests of tne Indians, the 
secretary recommends that a portion of 
every res*rvation be d vided up into separ- 
ate tracts of suitable size for farms, to be 
allotted to each individual as hig sole and 
separate estate Provision should be made 
against the power (until after a time limited) 
of selling or mortgaging the same, or 
even leasing it to any but Indians living 
within the same reservation. Provision 


should be made that the Indian accepting a 


patent for his land shall not thereby forfeit 
any of his rights as a member of his tribe,nor 
the protection and benefit which the laws of 
the United States extend to the Indians 
generally. The existing reservations, 
when entirely out of proportion to the 
number of Indians thereon, would be 
reduced with the consent of the In- 
dians, and upon just and fair.term:s; and the 
policy of placing by patent the titles to these 
diminished reservations as fully under the 
protection of the courts as are titles of all 
others of our people to their lan Is is favored. 
The portion cut off should be subject to sale 
and the proceeds invested for the benefit of 
the Indians. 

The secretary is of the opinion that the ser- 
vice could be greatly improved by the ap- 
pointment of a commission of hot exceeding 
six men, three to be s2lected from the officers 
of the army, whose duty it shall be to vis.t 
each of the reservations and investigate the 
condition, peculiar cir. umstances, and needs 
of the Indians. Perhaps the commission 
might be-empowered to obtain the consent of 
the Indians tosuch changes as the measures 
proposed would involve. 

e secretary asserts that ths scheme of 
removing all the tribes to three or four reser- 
vations is impracticable. He concludes this 
matter by saying: 

‘“Itis my duty to say that I do not believe 
any measures of the government or efforts of 

hilanthropy will of themselves solve the 

ndian problem, but that the Christian re- 
ligion must and will be the chief instrumen- 
tality (through its pure and holy influences 
upon individual character, moralsand aspira- 
tions) to regenerate and uplift this race from 
its present condition to a higher and nobler 
destiny ” 

During the year the cash rales of the pub- 
lic land have amounted to 4,912,450 acres, 
while the miscellaneous sales amount to 20,- 
995,513 acres, which include 7,415,885 home- 
stead entries, 4,715,005 timber culture en- 
tries, and 3,558,/14 railroad selections. The 
cash receipts from these sales amounted to 
$8,619,508 The amvunt of land on hand 
subject to future ae outside of Alaska, 
is 600,772,654, of which 176,000,000 acres will 


be required to satisfy old railroad land grants. 


A very large part of the remainder is desert 
and mountainous. 

The preservatian of the timber on govern- 
ment lands is asubject that occupies a promi- 
vent place in the sevretary’s report. He re- 
yommends that where timber lands have 
yoen surveye! and plots filed, each sub- 
livision of the land s'ould be examined, and 
the timber appraised at its tull valuo, and

slots. Inthe futuro surveys the surveyors 
should be requirel to appraise the 
limber and mark. the values of 


the subdivisions on tbe plows. Thon, aftor

A New Idea,
